Additional disorders were reported 
from various sections today with fur- 
ther casualties growing out of fight- 
iag between townspeople and the po- 
lice. At Aix-la-Chappelle four men 
were kilied and forty wounded by the 
police in @ potato shortage demonstra- 
tion, while at Crefeld severa] men | 
were wounded in a republican mani- 
festation. There also were disturb- 
ances in Gelsenkirchen and Rhien- 
hausen. 

At Hamburg striking shipyard 
workers in a clash with the police 
lost several men killed and many 
wounded. At Luebeck communists 
compelled the senate to adjourn. 

In Berlin the strike of the transpor- 
tation workers is causing the author- 
ities much trouble. The activities of 
the strikers today necessitated the 
government ordering many of them 
under arrest.

This heavy cut results directly from 
the war on high gas prices begun last 
week, by Governor W. H. McMaster, 
of North Dakota, which spread like 
wildfire through the middle-west dur- 
ing the week-end. It is effective in 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Missouri, 
Kansas, Illinois, Indiana, Michigan

Paris, August 13.—A “yellow book” 
of diplomatic documents issued _ to- 
night by the French government 
brings out clearly that the United 
States ultimately will be asked by the 
allies bow much of the inter-allied 
debts she expects to be paid. 

The book contains 37 telegrams and 
letters, most of them between Premier 
Poincare and French ambassadors. 
They are dated from May 2 to August 
8 and deal with the Ruhr situation, 
reparations, debts and the British 
questionnaire. 

Premier Poincare puts hig posi- 
tion plainly in a June 12 message to 
the French ambassador in London. 
He instructs the ambassador, among 
other things, to tell Lord Curzon, the 
British foreign secretary, that “it is 
‘the problem of inter-allied debts 
which prevents us from telling Ger- 
many now. the exact ,amount she 
owes us.” Sigg 


The message adds: “The solution

SEE LITTLE HOPE 
FOR ENTENTE. 

Paris, August 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-In spite of the ex- 
treme reserve in official circles as to 
the possible consequences of the Brit- 
ish note, conversations with Premier 
Poincare and his collaborators at the 
Quai d'Orsay today made it quite 
clegr that little hope is entertained of 
saving the entente. 

All idea of coming to an agreement 
with London on the essential features 
of the reparations problem was long 
ago abandoned, but it was stiil 
thought until the receipt of the last 
note that the British government 
would give France further opportuni- 
ty to see what could be done toward 
forcing Germany to pay. Now, how- 
ever, it appears to French officiais 
concerned with the reparations ques- 
tion that Great Britain stakes the 
life of the entente upon conditions 
intolerable for France. 

Great Britain’s activities in the rep- 
arations discussion, said a high official 
today, bave all been in the nature of 
proposals for sacrifi es on the part of 
France. There is only one mere sacti- 
fice, he said, that France is 
willing to make—she will abandon all 
claims to reparations payments on 
account of pensions if Great Britain 
will do the same. But the British 
cabinet,’ he added, hds shown little 
disposition to take.even that small part 
in consessions to ease the burden of 
Germany. ; 

The question was raised at the 
Quai d’Orsay today whether Great 
Britain was charged by Germany witb 
proposing arbitration by the inter- 
nation court at The Hague. 

Doubts were expressed, however. 
whether the government of the reich 
would give its approval to such pro- 
cedure or to a proposal to hand 
the reparation problem over to the 
league of nations.

Canon Dimnet, commenting on the 
fall of the Cuno governigent, called 
it a “victory fos common sense.” 
Count Kessler, a personal friend of 
Dr. Stresemann; said the new premier 
is firmly convinced that some seitle- 
ment must be reached with France, 
even at-the cost of great sacrifice. 
Sir Edward Grigg said that while the 
Stresemapn cabihet policy will prob- 
ably be ohe of fulfilment, as was that 
of the Wirth and Cuno cabinets, it 
has not th: ° carry its pro- 
gram against the great industrialists 
who, he said, baye never intended to 
pay reparations, although the mass of 
the German people are willing to pay. 
Count Kessler said the new govern- 
ment will afford Germany her last 
chance to avoid red revolution Canon 
Dimnet did not agree with this. 

Shows Public Mind. 

“The fall of she Cuno government,” 
Canon Dimnet said, “shows that a 
large section of the German people 
now reeoznizes the folly of resistance 
in the Ruhr. It has accomplished 
nothing save to increase still’ further 
the German government’s finanvial 
embarrassment. Apparently the peo- 
ple’s party has decided that this fool- 
ish drain shall not continue. With 
this much admitted, the d-vor stands 
open to the most favorable develop- 
ments, Dr. Stresemann should form 
a government more representative of 
the popular will. It should continue 
in office at least lorg enough to per- 
mit Stresemann to accomplish what 
Thiers did in Frane. after the war of 
1870.” 

Canon Dimnet, although expecting 
favorable developments from _ the 
Stresemann cabinet, said he did not 
look for any new catastrophe in the 
event the new gove nment should not 

maintain its promised strength.

CUBA ASKED TO.DELAY 
ACTION ON RAIL BILL 


Washington, August 13,—Repre- 
sentations have been made by the 
state department to the Cuban gov- 
ernment asking that action on the 


railroad consolidation bill passed 
by the Cuban house Friday be delay- 
ed until the viewpoints of American 
stockholders and others interested can 
be presented properly at Havana. 

The bill affects important Ameri- 
can interests. Some of them have ap- 
pealed to the state department against 
the proposed legislation, which they 
hold to be confiscatory. The matter 
was discussed at a conference today 
between Ambassador Crowder, 
recently was called to Washington 
from Havana, and Secretary Hughes. 

Later it was said at the depart- 
ment that the whole question was be- 
ing “very carefully considered.” It 
is hoped that the Cuban government 
will.give prompt assurance that final 
action will be delayed until the Wash- 
ington government has had opportu- 
nity to present fully the views of 
Americans whose interests might be 
adversely affected. 

Coming upon the heels of the pas- 
sage by the Cuban congress over 
presidential veto of the lottery bill in 
a form which the United States be- 
lieves to be economically unwise and 
‘to threaten unhappy results in Cuba.

Mr. Allgood said in his communi- 
cation that information gained While 
he was commissioner of agriculture of 
Alabama caused him to believe that 
“spinners and speculators had the ad- 
vantage over the farmer in last years 
report” und that “millions of bales 
of cotton were sold «round $110 a bale 
at the beginning of the season.” Fi- 
nally, Mr. Allgood ssserts, when the 
full effects of weevil damage was 
reflected in gin reports. cotton sold in 
the spring at $150 c bale. 

Representative Allgood said in his 
letter that many farmers are forced 
to sell their staple early in the fall 
to pay cebts and ti at such planters 
are entitl price justified by 
conditions of the crop.

SOUTH IS BEST HOME, 
NEGRO MEETING TOLD 


Despite the activities of certain ele- 


-ments both in the north and south to 


stir up friction between the white and 
colored races and the efforts of many 
te promote an exodus of negroes to 
the north and east, Richard D. Stin- 
son, principal of the Atlanta Normal 
and Industrial institute, Monday night 
teld delegates to the national conven- 
tion of the Negro Church of God and 
Holiness, meeting in Atlanta, that the 
south igs the best home for the masses 
of the negro race and that they should 


remain in this section of the country. 
Stinson delivered the principal ad- 
dress to the 380 delegates, preachers 


|and delegates, from all parts of the 


nation who are here for the gathering. 
The meeting convened Monday at 
Bethlehem church, Walnut and Vine 
streets, and will last through next 
Monday. 


Make Great Progress. 


Stinson’s address follows: 

Our race has made wonderful progress In 
this section i he last 50 years. In spite 
of what has en said and done, in the 
last 24 months, thousands of us have gone 
into the northern, eastern and western sec- 
tions of the country. Some of us are at 
a stand-still as to whether it ts best for 
them, especially those who have large fam- 
ilies, from the rural districts, and know 
only of that sort of life. Many of them 
owned their farms and the comforts that 
go with them. They had their. churches, 
school communities, society, halls, and were 
bringing their children up with a higher 
and better sense of what it is to be pure 
in life and character. They are not in 
those section where the temptations in so 
many ways are dangerous and too great 
for them to contend. Don’t misunderstand 
me, Our race needs money and must have 
it, but money is not the salvation of the 
negro race. That is, the common, decent, 
home life of character making, honesty and 
great love for God 


Must Live Morally. 


I would not have you misunderstand me. 
Our race has done well under freedom. The 
rN\ve has made headway in more ways than 
one, and this headway has not been made 
of themselves, but others have helped them 
in so many ways, and are helping them 
today. I think the great mass of our 
people in the south are making headway 
about as rapidly as they can adjust it 
properly. There is a danger in too rapid 
a growth in anything. If history is to 
be lieved, no race has built permanently 
which did not regard the standards of 
moral purity above everything else. It 
takes a long time to lay the foundation of 
a race, and then, we are exhorted by the 
scriptures to be careful, lest we stumble 
and fall. 

There is an element both north and south 
who make it their business to create fric- 
tion between the white and colored people 
of this section, The better element in 
both races understand it, and regret more 
than can be expressed in words, but realize 
that the whofe thing is short-lived and can. 
not stand, because the motives behind it 
are largely self-interested and untrue. I 
confess that. irregularities «which are to 
be regretted occur almost weekly, and no- 
body regrets them more than the best peo- 
ple among us. How could it be otherwise, 
when we realize our condition here 65 years 
ago? Yet, the smoothest of our critics will 
tell you, if they will admit the truth, that 
our race is a hundred years ahead of its 
conditions of 60 years ago. The south re- 
grets the appearance of the boll weevil, the 
misunderstanding of an element in both 
races. The best element in the negro race 
realizes that the south is the best place, 
from any point of view, for the masses 
of our race. 

Much te Pray Over. 

As these people began to leave our sec- 
tion, broad and liberal plans were being 
made along industrial lines, to especially 
fit them in school and in other places, for 
their future work. Just how we will come 


out in the next ten or twelve years in this 
respect, remains to be seen. Just what con- 
tribution the farming classes who have gone 
north will make to the churches, Sunday 
schools, home life and labof conditions, we 
who remain here will see.

non-partisans and business-like ef- 
ficieney of the executive department. 


| It will take away from the president 


any inducement to build up a political 
machine instead of attending to his 
duties as chief magistrate df the 
republic. Such a limitation will pre- 
vent the too frequent practice of 
making appointments for mere per- 
sonal or selfish political purposes, 
but will make the president the chief 
executive of the whole people and not 
the will of a mere faction or the 
chief of a political party.

?Why the Weather? 


DR. CHARLES F. BROOKS. 
Secretary, American Meteorologi- 
ical Society, tells of: 


Weight of Rainfall. 


One does not usually associate rain 
with great weight. Even when the 
clouds let loose a torrential downpour 
the mind reckons it in ounces rather 
than in tons, Yet one inch of rain- 
fall deposits 113 tons of water on 
each acre of ground surface. The 
7.24 inches which fell at Richmond, 
Va., the night of July 30-31, 1923, was 
818 tons to the acre, au immense 
weight. 

To take the extreme case, so far as 
known rainfalls go, that of Cherra- 
penji in India, on the watershed of 
the Ganges, nearly 30,000 tons to the 
acre has fallen in the one month of 
August. The average annual rainfall 
of 426 inches there comes to nearly 
50,000 tons. ‘ 

Reckoning rainfall by weight gives 
an Nnupressive idea of the power of the 
sun’s heat through evaporation and 
the power of plants in drawing water 
from the soil and discharging it into 
the atmosphere. An inch of rain does 
not last long when the sun is bright 
and plant life is functioning. The 113 
tons per acre soon disappears. The 
great weight is quickly returned to 
the air,

“Negotiations for the purchase of 
this property were made by Dr. 
Charles M. Strahn, then chairman of 
the highway board, and Mr. H. hl. 
Wiggs, of Elbert county, Ga. Mr. H 
L. Wiggs and W. A. Crossland. a 
United States officer, never in the 
employment of the state highway 
board, had employed Mr. R. C. Alston, 
of Atlanta, to procure for them a 
charter for a company to be known as 


q| the Granite Products company. White 


Mr. Alston was preparing the panera 
for this charter negotiations for the 
sale of the Elbert county quarry be- 
gan between Dr. Strahn and Mr. 
Wiggs. When Mr. Wiggs informed 
his associate, Mr. Crossland, that he 
desired to sell said quarry, Mr. Cross- 
land: objected to the sale on the 
grounds that he and Mr. Wiggs, by 
keeping said quarry, could make it 
pay a fair return’on two hundred 
thousand dollars ($200,000). Mr. 
Wiggs insisted on selling the quarry 
to the state and Mr. Crossland then 
stated to Mr. Wiggs that he could 
not sell anything to the state, as 
he was a United States road official 
assigned to work in Georgia. Mr. 
Wiggs then purchased Mr. Crossland’s 
interests in the quarry for the sum of 

1,000. Mr. Wiggs then sold the 
quarry to the state for the sum of 

90,000. Subsequently Dr. Strahn took 

the position that the state only ac- 
quired the mineral interests in the 
property and that this would be es- 
sential for the state to hold a fee 
simple to the agricultural and all 
other interests in the land. Dr. 
Strahn’s reason at the time was that 
under the terms of the law abolishing 
the convict lease system convicts 
could not be worked in Georgia on 
privately owned property. 

“Mr. Wiggs was called upon by Dr. 
Strahn to furnish a deed to seventy 
acres of this land and Mr. Wiggs 
testified that his relations with own- 
ers of ‘the land were such that they 
would not knowingly sell to him, that 
he employed Judge W. D. Tutt, of 
Elberton, Ga., to buy the title in this 
seventy acres of land in the name of 
W. A. Crossland. That Judge Tutt 
succeeding in buying -thia seventy 
acres of land for thirty-five hundred 
dollars and took a deed to same to be 
held in. escrow by an Atlanta bank 
till the sum of thirty-five hundred 
dollars should have been paid. Mr. 
Alston testified that he loaned thirty- 
five hundred dollars to H. lL. Wiggs 
with which to take up said deed and 
which money paid for said seventy 
acres. That after the thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars was paid the title to 
this seventy acres was in W. A. Cross- 
land, and that W. A. Crossland deed- 
ed the said seventy acres to the high- 
way board for a consideration of one 
dollar ($1.00), the members of the 
state highway commission at that time 
to-wit: Dr. C. M. Strahn,, Judge 8. 
S. Bennett, and Mr. R. C. "Neely, tes- 
tified that the title papers were taken 
and passed upon by Mr. Quincy, then 
the attorney for the highway board, 
and that no member of the state high- 
way board had any dealings w.th Mr. 
Crossland, or any knowledg2 of his 
connection with the matter as they 
did not read the deeds, but left that 
matter entirely in the hands of their 
attorney. 

“There was no evidence before the 
committee to show that any member 
of the highway board had any knowl- 
edge of Mr. Crossland’s connection 
with the transaction. Mr. Crossland 
in the meantime tendered his resigna- 
tion as a United States engineer, but 
this resignation was not accepted and 
Mr. Crossland remained continuously 
in the service of the United States 
vovernment and is now in the United 
States service as its road ensineer 
in Georgia. Those are the facts as 
produced at the hearing in reference 
to the purchase of this quarry. 


“Your committee is convinced that 
the quarry was well worth the 
money which the state paid for it and 
from evidence your committee is of 
the opinion that same is now worth 
considerably more than the _ price 
paid. It was brought out in the evi- 
dence that all the dealers in crushed 
stone in the state were holding up 
the price and as soon as_ it became 
known that the state had bought a 
quarry they immediately materially 
reduced their prices, thereby saving 
the state large sums of money. Your 
committee finds that the purchase 
of the quarry was at a fair price, and 
that the state highway department 
were wise in acquiring this property, 
as the holding of it absolutely pro 
tects the state against any possible 
combination of dealers in crushed 


stone.

“Your committee carefully investi- 
gated all the charges of discrepancies 
in the bookkeeping department of the 
state highway department and the 
board furnished your committee the 
information requested at great labor 
costs on its part.

The committee was given full, hearty 
and courteous cooperation by every 
one connected with the State Highway 
department with whom they came in 
contact, throughout the investigation. 

“Your committee recommends that 
a vote of confidence and cooperation 
be given this department which is un- 
doubtedly doing a magnificent work 
for the state of Georgia. 

“In the opinion of your committee 
the cooperation between the chief em- 
ployees of the State Highway depart- 
ment is as complete as could be 
wanted and your commWtee feels that 
it would be remiss in its duty if it did 
not give full commendation to the 
State Hichway department.

Says High School Exigency 
Demands Quick Action 


Editor Constitution: We need an im- 
mediate solution of our high school prob- 
lem, even if it be but ea temporary one. 
Those of us who live in Atlanta and 
have children in the junior and senior high 
schools probably know as much about this 
as learned specialists at Columbia uni- 
versity. We are in closer touch with this 
problem, and it touches os more closely. 
Besides the ‘‘touch’’ which these gentlemen 
draw for their advice, there is an additional 
‘touch’ of $25.00 per pupil per year for 
each boy and girl who must ride to these 
distant junior and senior high schools. 

Since the new grammar schools will easily

One of the most popular bills be- 
fore this session is that of Repre- 
sentative Cliff Hatche providing for 
a service bureau for the benefit of 
the surviving boys who served in the 
world war. It is sponsored by the 
American legion and has already 
passed the house by an overwhelming 
majority. It is hoped it will pass 
the senate with equal enthusiastic 
support. 

The bill ereates a service bureau, 
with one director, who is to be chosen 
by the governor, ’from three men, cer- 
tified to the governor as duly quali- 
fied to fill the office by the executive 
committee of the Georgia department 
of the American legion. 

The prescribed qualifications are 
that he must have served in the army, 
navy or marines of the United States 
between April 6, 1917 and November 
11, 1918. 

The director is to disseminate all 
legislation 
setting forth: the rights of disabled 
world war or Spanish-American war 
men or women, and to assist them in 
setting up their-claims and represent- 
ing them before the disabled veterans 
bureau and before the departments at 
Washington. 

The director is to be placed in the 
pension commission office. 

A house amendment provides that 
he is to secure as far as possible a 
list of those already receiving bene- 
fits from the government who do not 
deserve them.

Editor Constitution: I address this 
communication to you on account of your 
ever-present willingness to foster any move- 
ment which might be for the good of the 
people and secondly because of the known 
fact that newspapers of your caliber are 
now m than ever before creators and 
moulderg of public opinion, 

Eighty thousand in killed and wounded 
for the past year shows that the American 
automobile is reaping an awful toll of lives. 
As 20,000 of this number was children, we 
see at a glance that we are mercilessly 
causing the deaths of these entirely inno- 
cent little victims, 

The above casualty list shows plainly 
that the people of America in general have 
hever realized in the slightest degree the 
dangerous qualities of the automobile. In 
their quest for pleasure or in the line of 
duty very few drivers have the faintest 
conception of the laws govetning moving 
bodics—mainly that no human elemept can 
bring to a quick stop any one-ton budy 
traveling at the rate of 30 or 40 miles per 
hour. Before we owned automobiles we 
drove carriages, wagons and other com- 
paratively slow moving vehicles and the 
transition (sudden) from «4 vehicle capable 
of slow movement to one of extremely rapid 
speed has not been taken ito account by 
the majority of drivers. We did not allow 
wagons and carriages to p.voceed at top 
notch speed on city streets ani why should 
we allow a motor car to be ariven on our 
city streets at a rate of speed 8 or 10 
times as great with chances of killing more 
people in one month than were killed in a 
lifetime by a wagon. 

It certainly is an inconsiste cy in our 
life-saving system to have men of science 
working night and day to discover the cure 
for a disease in order to save our lives 
and to ayply that cure at once waile we sit 
idjy by and allow automobiles to take their 
terrible toll of human lives and with the 
knowledge of remedies necessary and not 
apply them. . 

1 have read in your o_ remedies which 
will sooner or later .have to be applied. 
One to regulate the speed of a carat the 
factory so that. it will be impossible to 
drive a car faster than a given speed. It 
is almost an axiom that a cautious, slow 
driver rarely ever gets in trouble. A law 
to always deprive a man of the use of his 
car for a few tmonths to a year for reck- 
less driving would make speeders sit up 
and take notice, 

We have good remedies, almost sure cures 
and I do not believe that any newspaper 
would hesitate for a moment to insist on 
and tell every reader of the necessity for 
the passage and enforcement of local laws 
and nationgl laws if necessary to reduce th 
number of deaths. Our ever increasing 
traffic problems make Immediate remedies 
most necessary and of the greatest good for. 
the future as well as the present. 

Making all motorists stop at railroad 
erossings ‘s nothing but pure common sense 
and if average Americans were not speed 
maniacs such a suggestion would never be 
questioned by anyone. No engineer Gan 
stop a passenger train as easily as a nurse 
stops a baby carriage, but some people 
seem to think that stopping a train quickly 
is that easy. 

If we have to resort to politics to save 
rhuman lives why not elect eng and al} 
officials on platforms based on

Neuritis (inflammation of nerve) is 
as old as the hills and as new as the 
mountains, A great many commoner 
if not homelier affections have mas- 
queraded as “neuritis” of late years, 
for to the unsophisticated the term 
neuritig has a new and fashionable 
suggestion. “A touch of neuritis,” 
with some folk, is a snappy way of 
saying “a pain in my neck” or “an 
ache in my arm.” 


ritis, I greatly regret to admit, but I 
am pleased to assert that there is nv 
such thing as a “touch of neuritis” 
save in the realm of conjecture. One 
may have such a slight degree of in- 
flammation of a nerve or nerves that 
the whole course of the trouble scarce- 
ly exceeds a week, it is true, but if so, 
the diagnosis of neuritis is only a 
conjecture and amountg to nothing 
more significant than a casual slander 
on the weather. In actual inflamma- 
tion of a nerve or nerves of sufficient 
degree to produce any discoverable im- 
pairment of the functions of the 
nerve or. nerves, the  diagno- 
sis of neuritis is by no means 
sufficient nor complete in itself. It 
is of no use to know tliat a given trou- 
ble is neuritis, for there is no par- 
ticular remedy or treatment which 
can be of avail indiscriminately ap- 
plied. The condition is not a specific 
disease but an exceedingly variable 
manifestation of damage to nervous 
tissues by injury, p»isen and abuse. 
The diagnosis, to serve any practic- 
able purpose, must tke into consider- 
ation the extent and situation of the 
damage suffered by the nervous tis- 


‘Tsues and the source or nature of the 


cause of the damage, for these factors 
must be dealt with if the treatment 
is to be of avail. 

The phrase still some times heard, 

“sciatic rheumatism,” gives a sug- 
gestion of the insuff'ciency or incom- 
pleteness of the diagnosis of sciatic 
neuritis in the old days. That term 
“rheumatism” seems to hob up when- 
ever we are lost in tlhe woods and un- 
able to get our bearings. There are 
atill plenty of cases: in which even 
the best of doctors tannot« determine 
precisely what is the matter, but their 
number is steadily diminishing as 
medical knowledge and medical skill 
advance. 

The osteopaths deserve the credit 
for having taught that a considerable 
share of cases formerly dubbed “sci- 
atica” are in reality not lesions of the 
sciatic nerve at all, but relaxation or 
strain of the sacr)-iliac joint, the 
joint where the pelvic bone meets the 
sacrum or base of the spine. The 
sciatic nerve passes directly over this 
joint; pressure on the nerve from 
slight swelling or displacement of the 
joint accounts for tke disability which 
ig still too often mistaken for sciatica 
in these cases,

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Q.—How is Peruvian bark (or cin- 
chona) imported into the United 
States and prepared?

It is then screened 
through different size screenings, and 
sold in its powdered form.

“I have in my possession evidence 
sufficient to*convict Mr. Brown of 
being a thief, a perjurer and a liar. I 
dare him to ask for a real investiga- 
tion. I challenge the senate to agree 
to the same thing. 

“Tf the commissioner will not do 
this, I say there is one thing he can- 
not stdve off—and that one thing is 
impeachment proceedings.” 

Mr. Stewart’s original resolution 
contained charges that the department 
was being operated as a “political 
machine” and also was “wasting pu)- 
lic funds.”

The 
prosecutor expressed. the belief that 
the attack was the result of a mur- 
der plot. 

Prinee Gagaria is a Russian emigre 
and claims to have been wealthy. He 
admitted. the authorities say, that 
he had been engaged in ‘espionage 
work, 

Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, Ameri- 
can draft evader,.said last night that 
he had. expected to:returh to the 
United States with ‘his mother on 
September 27, hut that last Satur- 
day’s effort to kidnap him made him 
hesitate about doing so. 

Mrs. Bergdoll was nof in the hotel 
when the attempt was made to seize 
her son. Bergdoll has not been ar- 
rested, but has made a formal state- 
ment to the police.

BRITAIN AWAITS 
EFFECT ON WORLD. 

London, August 13.—(By the As 
sociated Press.)—Great Britain, hav- 
ing drawn aside the Leavy curtain of 
diplomatic secrecy that has shrouded 
the allied, negotiations regarding the 
Ruhr and reparetions questions ip 
recent months, is expectedly awaiting 
the effect upon the world. 

It is stated that mobilization of 
world opinion upon the grea’ Ex 
ropean issues involved in these ques- 
tions was one of the chief purposes 
behind the publication last night of 
the British blue book. 

Downing street was obliged to 


the reaction. to the British note in 
France, for it came through press 
channels quickly in the form of no 
uncertain expressions of anger and 
disappointment. 

However, it is the American reac- 
tion that is awaited with particular 
interest here, for it is admitted by 
government spokesmen that the suc- 
cess or the failure of any plan for an 
international commission to determine 
Germany's paying capacity depends 
largely upon the participation, either 
officially or unofficially, of the Ameri- 
can experts. 

It is recalled that Secretary Hughes’ 
suggestion for such a commission was 
only upon the basis of an invitation 
from the unified allies, and, while 
the British consider such joint action 
still possible, it is highly improbable, 
and the present trend of official opin- 
ion seems to favor an independent 
move by the British if, after several 
weeks, a satistactor- reply has not 
not been received from. France. 


BRITISH PAPERS 
APPROVE NOTES. 


London, August 13.—(By the As- 
sociated ‘Press.)—A majority of the 
moriing newspapers approve the Brit- 
ish note to France and Belgium. 

“The note is strong but not too 
strong,’ comments The Times, “It 
was high time such a clear statement 
of the British case was made.” 

The Daily Telegraph describes the 
note as “pro-British from start to 
finish,” adding that on that account 
alone it should gain the support of 
a great majority of the British peo- 


e. 

The liberal newspapers while recog- 
nizing the seriousness of the situ- 
ation, support the note. The Daily 
News Says it was time for the govern- 


ment to speak out and that “its frank- |’ 


ness is all the more impfressive for 
the unparalleled forbearance it has 
shown.” 

The Daily Chronicle asks indignant- 
ly why the British position was not 
made clear long ago before the Ruhr 
was occupied and says that the fail- 
ures of the government to display the 
strength of the British case to the 
world bas been one of its worst faults. 

The Morning Post, torn by loyalty 
to the government and the advocacy 
to the French cause, is deeply con- 
cerned with the profound differences 
between the two governments and 
“the dreadful catastrophe to which 
those differences, it permitted to de- 
velop, may some day lead. It is con- 
vinced that separate action by Great 
Britain “will lead only to the abyss.” 

The Daily Mail finds the note bad 
and stupid, says it will make the 
situation much worse than before. 


CALLED EXPOSAL 
OF GERMAN CAUSE. 

Paris, August 13.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The British note is 
regarded in French official circles as 
a positive disavowal of Great Britain’s 
war allies and a frank espousal of 
the German cause. It is thought Pre- 
mier Poincare will reply in due time 
although At the Quai d’ Orsay it is 
held the dotument smacks so much 
of propaganda it might properly be 
ignored. 

“This amazing document — proposes 
to haul France and Belgium before 
a tribunal to answer for their efforts 
to make Germany carry out her treaty 
obligations.” said an official of the 
foreign office today. “France and 
Belgium are not ready to~Answer such 
a summons even from Great Britain.” 

The same official. whose statements 
while unofficial in a strict sense, re- 
flect the tense feeling aroused in the 
higher French ecircles said the note 
obviously was intended to influence 
American opinion. He was curious 
to know, however, how the Americans 
would receive a document’ which 
made all settlements of the repara- 
tion question depend upon the pay- 
ment of the debts to the United 
States, which he remarked amounted 
to throwing the responsibility for the 
European chaos on the United States. 

The Paris afternoon newspapers in 
their observations on the British note 
find it looking much like the parting 
of the ways. France will not budge 
an inch from the Ruhr nor will she 
vary her policy, they say.

Reader—The Pilocarpine tonic acts 
upon the coloring of the bair in sev- 
eral ways. As it is such an excellent 
tonic, there is a general building up 
of the hair and scalp, so the color 
shares in the restoration; but there is 
also a direct action upon the color 
célis, The tonic is not a dye, so you 
will get no Siogeiig: from it. It is so 
stimulating to a sluggish scalp, how- 
ever, that all conditions are improved 
by its use, including the coloring of 
the hair. | 

Mrs. John C.—For a person who Is 
short and stout, with a round face and 
iow forehead, there should be as much 
height attempted through the hair 
dressing as the whole general effect 
will admit. The way to test this is 
to arrange the hair so it is becoming 
to the face, and then take a new view 
of yourself before a full length mirror. 

If you have overdone the effect, you 
will look top heavy, and will need to 
lower the knot, or whatever arrange- 
ment you have adopted. Soften the 
entire hair line around the face, and 
droop the hair as much ag possible 
below the temples and tops of the ears.

As Mr. Worthington will stress i 
his lecture, happy homes with heaith 
parents and children are the real 
wealth of the nation, and it is the 
establishment of this idea us the only 
true way to live that social bygiene 
attempts. It is often said that happy 
homes are rare and hard to find. In 
many cases this is true, but it is 
neither necessary nor right that it 
should continue, It is often possible 
to trace the reason for any home dis- 
yension to one of the many evils 
which are rapidly being effaced by 
the remedial activities of social hy- 
giene. 

The noted lecturer will clear up 
many of the hazy ideas that are prev- 
alent among most people about the 
real meaning and work of social oy- 
giene. It is an interesting fact to 
know that he is himself associate di- 
rector of the American Asyociation 
of Social Hygiene, 

The agencies at work in this wide 
field are the United States interde- 
partmental social hygiene board, the 
United States public health service, 
the American Social Hygiene associa- 
tion, the state boards of health and 
many local organizations.

Albany, Ga., August 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—An election has been called in 
four new districts of the Georgia 
Peanut Growers’ Cooperative associa- 
tion, all of which lie largely in mid- 
dle Georgia. The growers of each

The committee took the attitude 
that nothing can be done to relieve 
the farmer this year and adopted a 
program looking toward deliberate ac- 
tion and permanent results by super- 
vision of production. The program 
includes :

Sudden strength in the wheat mar- 
ket developed after prices had drifted 
downward for almost an hour. The 
temporary decline was ascribed near- 
ly altogether to current news about 
strainedy relations between Great 
Britain and France and about dis- 
turbed conditions in Germany. With 
francs at a new low level and with 
wheat prices at Liverpool showing a 
setback, bears appeared at first to 
have an advantage, although selling 
was checked by talk of a probable 
shortage of bread wheat this season 
east of. the Rockies. 

When the wheat market once got 
an upward start, however, all the 
future deliveries rose to above $1.00 
a bushel, for the first time in more 
than a month. But the purchasing 
which gave values this lift was said 
to be largely to cover previous specu- 
lative sales, and something of a re- 
action from the day’s top level re- 
sulted from selling based on the fact 
that a Canadian official crop esti- 
mate was issued pointing to a yield 
ohly 17,000,000 bushels less than 
last year. On the other hand, many 
traders have considered the estimate 
bullish, inasmuch as the estimate took 
no account of og crop damage in- 
flicted since July 3

EIGHT-HOUR STEEL DAY 
HAS BECOME REALITY 


Chicago, August 13.—The  eight- 
hour day in the steel mills at Gary 
Ind., becomes a reality today. The 
change from the two shift to the 
three shift system includes at first 
only the blast furnace workers in the 
Gary mills of the United States Steel 
corporation, 

As a result of the condition at the 
steel mills in Gary, the men will re- 
ceived a wage increase of 25 per cent, 
figuring on the basis of time em- 
ployed, but they will actually re- 
ceive 80 cents a day reduction in 
wages. Under the old system, how- 
ever, they had to work four hours 
longer to earn $4.80 than they will 
to earn $4. 

It will require the hiring of 500 
additional blast furnace men at Gary 
to put the program into full effect. 
It is estimated that in the United 
States it will require employment of 
65,000 more workers and an increase 
in the annual payroll of $45,000,000. 

Open hearth workers at Gary will 
be placed on the eight-hour shift on 
August 16, it was reported, and by 
the end of the year every worker in 
the Gary plant will be on the eight- 
hour basis.
